There is nothing interesting about 
the flat region between the mouth of 
of the Pel Ho and Tien Tsin, where the 
Grand Canal joins the river. Here and 
there is a little village with its ad- 
jJacent graveyard and little patches of 
rice irrigated by ditches and troughs. 
The big cities of the south have much 
that is picturesque abcait them, but 
in Tien Tsin there is nothing bright 
or attractive outside the foreign quar- 
ter except the clothes of the inhabi- 
tants. ‘The city is the home of Li 
Hung Chang. 

There ts no large Chinese town more 
filthy than Tlen Tsin. Every foreign- 
er who visits it carries away a vivid 
impression of dirt, heat and bad smetis. 
The city, though it has nearly a miiilon 
inhabitants, daes not spread over 80 
much territory a3 many a smaller Chi- 
nese city. It is the commercial port 
of Pekin, and here are stored vast 
quantities of wheat, rice, miliet, tex- 
tiles and prepared meats, which come 
up from the south by way of the Grand 
Canal to supply the miilions of north- 
ern China with the means of sups‘s- 
tence. Commercially, Tien Tsin is far 
more important than any other city in 
the northern part of.the empire. 

Like Pekin, the city. outside of the 
foreign quarter, consists chiefly of mud, 
brick -and bamboo houses, only one 
story high, and huddled together with 
little semblance of arrangement. No- 
body ever heard of the streets In a 
north China town betne fit for traffic, 
amd those of Tien Tein, unpaved, un- 
even, and full of ruts, are bad enough 
to bring almost any spring cart to 
speedy grief. The streets are the re- 
ceptacles for the refuse of all the 
houses bulit along them and there 
are no contractors to haul away the 
no!lsOme garbage, whose smell ascends 
to heaven. In dry weather the roads 
are many inches deep with dust. The 
result of Tien Tain’s eee! condition 
is that it is a very unhealthy place, 
where some epidemic or another Is 
nearly &lWays breeding. Smalipox ts 
found there nearly all the year round. 
After a few hours’ inspection of the 
Chinese quarters the stranger invari- 
ably turns with relief to the more pleas- 
ant foreign city along the river and to 
the wharves, where all ts bustle, and 
where are crowds of vessels of every 
sort, from houseboat to gunboat. 
Visitors to Pekin sometimes take the 
fiver route and sometimes the road. 
The distance by road is é@ighty miles, 
and the only conveyances are rude 
carts. Letters which go to Pekin in 
the winter have to travel overland 
several hundred miles after they reach 
China, and they first go to Shanghal, 
and are carried by pony express.

Soldiers were 
sleeping on the shady side of the stones, 
but the bottom of the stream was hidden 
by the banks, which were too stony for 
beds. My horse was in the paddock, and 
I could have whistled her to me, but did 
not dare, iest it give the alarm, so I broke 
an egg and held it In my hand like sugar 
and she came trotting up. I whispered to 
her that she must be still and get away 
from these British and we would go to my 
husband. It seemed as if she knew, she

“Specialists for different diseases are wel- 
come to make experiments with the man- 
ner of applying the electric current, for 
which short Instructions have already beea 
published.”’

The rod in front 
works on springs and ypielling graduaily 
when in contact with a body breaks the 
fcrce of the fall.

DEFINING HOMEOPATHY.

donation, $300,000, was excelient. Upon these 
representations Mr. Rouse has authorized 
the Confederate Veterans’ Association to 
draw upon him for the amount pledged by 
him at any time it may be thought advisa- 
ble to bewin the work.

About 4000 Doaukhobors, male and female, 
have been invited into Canada Dy the im- 
migration agents in Russia. They form a 
big s®ttlement in the Northwest territories, 
and naturaliy are inclined to be ciannisa. 
They) form communities_and settiements of 
theimown, and carry on life In pretty much 
the same fasnion they fol.owed in semi-bar- 
baric Russia. 

They bring many of the most primitive 
of the Old World traditions and customs 
with them, among them being the mascu- 
line notion that the female is made to work 
and be useful at whatever task her lord and 
master shall give to her. The hitching of 
women to plows is ane of the many in- 
stances of his adoption of this comfortable 
error. 

Wooden yokes are used and to these yokes 
a spam of women are harnessed. Tnoere may 
be six or eight women to one plow. 

Thése Doukhobors use oxen and horses 
Gn an equa) footing with their women, when 
they have any of the former. If a man is 
ricn enough to afford an ox he is likey to 
harness it to the same team with five or 
six women. He is wiiling to exchange a 
woman for an ox or a horse, and trades 
in that nature are not uncommon among 
the tribe, even here in Manitoba, civilized 
America. 

And the women never think of complain- 
ing. They see nothing wrong in their deg- 
lradation. They have Known no other life, 
and it has not occurred to them to demand 
‘any other. They are back a few centuries 
in the progress of civilization. Western 
Russia soe been too dara and too slow 
for them to see or learn of the rapid strides 
their sistere have taken eisewhere in the 
world. To obey their big, heavy-fisted, du.l- 
browed lords has been the only thing chey 
knew in all the centuries. 

, Just what the Dominion gavernment 
'thinks of. them remains a mystery as yet. 
'It is morally certain that sooner or latcr 
‘some official action will be demanded py 
‘the daughters of civilization in neighborly 
‘communities regarding the prostitution of 
thelr Russian sisters to slavery and drudg~+ 
lery in the harvest flelds. 

| The government cannot ignore this de- 
mand when it comes It wilil be interesting

'upon the simple-minded Russians and strive

jsinceé they are the weaker of the sexes. 

Let 
‘them stay in the house and make you com- 
fortable there.”

It 1803 he was 
eet to Nngiand as the business representa- 
tive of Mr. Patterson, on an important mis- 
sion. He begged his fiancee to marry him at 
once and accompany him to England, but 
for some reason she preferred that the 
ceremony be postponed and he left without 
her. 

Hiardly had his‘ship passed from view 
when Jerome Bonaparte entered the New 
York harbor In command of a French frige 
ate. The brother of the great Napoleon 
a: once became a favorite in exclusive so- 
cial circies. 

A few weeks later, at the home of Sam- 
uel Close, one of the signers of the declarae- 
tion of independence, young Bonaparte was 
introduced to Mise Patterson. Her beauty 
charm of manner and wit at once captured 
the heart of the impressionable Frencaman, 
and he be@man an ardent wooing. The beau- 
tiful American girl, exercis.ng woman's 
prerogative, at once transferred her af- 
fection to the foreign sultor, and on Christ- 
mas eve, 1808, in spite of the warnings of 
her friends and the oppdsition of her 
father, she was married to Bonaparte, dee 
claring she would rather be his wife for 
a hour than the wife of any one else for 
ife. 

The father of the Imperious young beauty 
was heartbroken, but was forced to see h.e@ 
on.y child become the wife of one who was 
a stranger, and of whom he knew liittie ex- 
cept what he had learned from the tongue 
of the voluble Frenchman himself. In the 
meantime Napoleon had heard of the mar- 
riage, and he Was vety Wroth. He refused 
to recognize ft aa binding, and commanded 
Jerome to return home Dy the first ship, 
leaving his wife behind him, or he would be 
regarded as a deserter and treated accord- 
ingly. So (frightened was Jérome that he 
delayed his “oe to France until 
March 11, 1806. e then took his wife with 
him, but when they arrived at Lisbon 
April 2, she was not permitted to land 
and, under instructions from Napoleon, was 
sent back to Baitimore. 

Jerome hastened to Paris, and by a per- 
sonal interview he sought to cakten his 
brother's heart, but the warrior remained 
obdurate, and cowardly Jerome never re- 
turned to his wife. On July 7, 1806, a son 
was born to her, With him she returned 
to Baltimore where Bhe lived to an ex- 
treme old Oge. 

It was the news of the perfidy of his 
sweetheart which greeted Christopher Har- 
rison on his return from a @tccessfuil bust- 
ness trip, and ht was this Woman's faith- 
lessnees which gave to Indiana her frat 
Neutenant-governor.

Proved He Was not a Train Robber 
and Secured His Pardon From

ATLANTA, Ga., June 23.—Jefferson Har- 
rison, the alleged train robber who Was 
serving a life scntence, is today a free man, 
owing to the devotion of his sister. 

In June, 1893, Harrison was engineer on 
the Alabama Great Southern Railway. He 
left his train at Chattanooga after a hard 
run, and returned to his home on sick 
leave. The following day his train ‘was 
held up and robbed, and the authorities 
arrested J. M. Brown, Harrison’s former 
fireman, charging him with the crime. 

Harrison had been instrumental in hav- 
ing Brown discharged some months previ- 
ous, and supposedly out of revenge Brown 
implicated the engineer in the robbery. Lle 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Three years later Mrs. Bertha Andrews, 
Harrison, heard of the case. She 
imme: tely left her home in Seattle, came 
to Chattanooga, placed the children of her 
brother in an orphan asylum and set about 
the work of procuring his pardon. 

She sold books, trimmed hats and per- 
formed all kinds of manual labor to earn 
traveling expenses and traversed the entire 
South, securing papers to prove her broth- 
er’s innocence. As the last step she went 
to Washington, and when snow was 15 
inches on the ground tramped the streets 
trying to reach the proper authorities. 

She ultimately enlisted the aid of Con- 
gressman Bailey of Texas, who introduced 
her to Attorney-General Griggs, who in 
time investigated the case and finally or- 
dered Harrison's release. 

In the meantime Mrs. Andrews had been 
very ill in Atlanta as a result of the strain. 
Yesterday her brother almost prostrated 
her with joy by walking in upon her a 
free man. 


HUNDRED INDICTMENTS PEND 


A. K. Ward, the Noted Forger, Is 
Finally Convicted on One of

STARVING TO DEATH 


STRANGE VOW OF A YOUNG GIRL 
OF LA PORTE, IND. 


NO FOOD FOR SEVEN MONTHS. 


She Is Now Reduced to 60 Pounds 
Weight, Having Eaten Nothing 
Voluntarily Since November.

LAPORTE, Ind., June 23.—Tired of life 
and afflicted with the strange belief that 
life in a future existence would be made 
brighter for her if chastened by suffering 
here, a young girl of this city made a vow 
last October that she would not touch food 
of any kind. This vow she has kept with 
a fervor that has amounted to mania and 
she is now approaching a fulfillment of here 
wishes, for if something cannot be done to 
farce her to take food she will soon be 
dead from starvation. 

Miss Pear] Currier is a young girl of 17 
years, anda member of a well-known Grant 
County family. Against the vow she took 
last October to starve herself to death, 
the pleading of parents and the skill of phy- 
Sielans have been pawerless agencies to 
save her. 

She is now a skeleton, her weight having

Municipal Ownership 
Would Solve Problem. 

Joseph G. Franklin: “I suppose there Is 
not a man or woman in St. Louis with a 
thorough knowledge of the situation who 
would not answer unhesitatingly that mu- 
nictpal ownership would solve the problem. 

“That is an easy principle to state, but 
the working out of it might be extremely 
difficult as matters now stand. To be sure 
ths city should own the street railways. 
It is easier to prevent a possible evil than 
to dissipate an existing one. 

“It is doubtful whether the people of St. 
Louis would authorize the city to buy this 
great property which is valued by its own- 
ers at $90,000,000. Such a deal would in- 
volve the purchase of the franchise and 
stocks and the assumption of the debt. 

‘This would be a gigantic undertaking. 
The mistake is that St. Louis did not deai 


properly with this matter in the first 
place. 
“If the roads were owned by the city 


there might be more political grafters, but 
there would certainly be no strikes, because 
salaries would be fixed by law. The fault 
even mow lies not so much with the law- 
makers as with those charged with the 
administration of the law.’’ 


Arbitration or 
Public Ownership. 

Wilbam J. Stone: ‘How best to prevent 
strikes? First, just and fair dealing on the 
part wf both empleyers and employes. In- 
juetice provokes conflict and obstinacy pro- 
tracts it. 

‘Serious differences will rarely arise 
when employers and employes deal witn 
euch other in a spirit of tiberalily and fair- 
and when differences do arise they 
can be readily acjusted when tat spirit 
prevails.

Around the far turn Boland began to let 
down his mount, but only slightly, the first 
moving to the pole, denoting the final quar- 
ter mile to the wire, half lengths apart. 
There Gibson surely would go to the front, 
thought the crowd. But it was Sidney Lu- 
cas who was moving to the front. 

Boland urged Lieut. Gibson. He passed 
James for a few seconds, but Sidney Lucas 
was in front. “Gibson is beaten,’’ sounded 
the cry, first of surprise. Again it sounded, 
in tones of despair. And Gibson was beat- 
en. 


Shortly after he was caught between Sid- 
ney Lucas and James, and his progress 
slightly interfered with. Boland would have 
had to go around, but the two were leav- 
ing the carrier of many thousands of dol- 
lars of public money béhind. There between 
the quarter and eighth post was decided 
the thirteenth American Derby. Thompson 
Bros.’ colt outstripped James, and an eighth 
of a mile from home he was two open 
lengths to the good. For an instant Gib- 
son rallied and drew up slightly ahead of 
James, but it was the last rally. 


On to the wire, gainiug at every stride, 
came Sidney lucas. Past of the judges’ 
étand he galloped six lengths before James. 
The latter was second, eight lengths before 
the even money proposition, on which Bo- 
land had been making every effort known 
to trained jockeys in a futile effort to rouse 
his mount. But it: was no use. Gibson had 
done his best. .Tom Barrett's mud horse 
Barrack was four lengths behind Gibson 
and two and a half before Advance Guard, 
while Sam Phillips, the second choice, 
brought up the rear. 


Looking back at the race, it fs still hard 
for turf critics to see why Gibson lost and 
equally difficult to figure out how Sidney 
laicas won. He was beaten by Advance 
Guard in the Canadian Derby and that race 
was supposed to militate strongly against 
his chances in figuring a possible winner. 

Of James little was known, except that he 
had performed well in several Eastern 
races. Lieut. Gibson had started but three 
times this year, but each had been such an 
easy victory more was expected of him. He 
had worked out the Derby distance with 
weight up in fast time. Perhaps a race or 
two would have been better than this hard 
work, but considering the race itself there 
was nothing which could be urged in ex- 
cuse. 

Sidney Lucas may never again beat this 
figld at the weights, but he today has the 
blue ribbon event of the Washington Park 
meeting to his credit in 2.40%, creditable 
considering the conditions, and his owners 
are richer by $9975, the amount of first mon.

Man Who Fired Bullets Through His 
Own Hat to Varnish a Heroic 
Tale Turns Witnes3 Against 
the Suspect. 


The police have not yet decided what 
charge they will prefer against Orra F. 
Havill. Havill is the transit company em- 
ploye who was hired to find the persons 
guilty of dynamiting the cars of the St. 
Louis Transit Co. He finds himself behind 
prison bars and the police accusing him 
of placing the dynamite himself. He ad- 
mits this and the authorities are seeking 
to find some punishment to fit the crime: 
The whole matter will be laid before the 
assistant prosecuting attorney tomorrow 
and he will be asked to issue warrants. 

When Havill was arrested he posed as a 
hunter of dynamitards. He and Clarence 
Smith were arrested close to the bridge on 
Delmar avenue west of the Wabash tracks. 

Orra Havill has been tn the employ of the 


transit company since the strike began. He 
has been arrested many times on charges of 
carrying concealed weapons and other 
minor charges. 

On Thursday afternoon Havill went to 
General Manager Baumhoff of the transit 
company and told him that he had infor- 
mation that an attempt was to be made to 
blow up the bridge over the River Des 
Peres on Delmar boulevard west-of the 
Wabash tracks. He told Mr. Baumhoff that

“In the rear yard of my home in Phila- 
delphia I have a dog cemetery. It Is with- 
in a stone’s throw of the home, and I dl- 
rect my executors to keep it In good con- 
dition and to bury all dogs from the home |! 
there. All the pets I have had for & 
years are buried there and I have a deep 
interest In the spot. 

‘Since I have been tn St. Louie I have 
picked up five homeless dogs and I am 
training and feeding them. I hope in a 
few days to secure good homes for them. 
But I will not turn them over to persons | 
who cannot give. evidence that they are | 
reputable and have a fondness for pets.”’

Friends of George Panyko of 1623 South 
Broadway, who died Saturday in an ambu- 
lance while being taken to the City Hoa 
pital, belleved that $420 will yet be found 
among his effects in addition to $440 at first 
discovered in his trunk. They base thelr 
opinions on statements made in a letter 
found in Panyko’s room which are some- 


what ambiguous. 
Panyko was a rolling mill worker. Sat- 
urday morning he was found in his room 


by other residents of the house in a condl-’ 


tion of illness that was evidently dangerous, 
Patrolmen were called in and an ambulance 
was summoned. When Panyko reached 
the City Dispensary it Was seen at once 
that he was near death and Dr, A. B. Vogel 
ordered him taken immediately to the City 
Hospital When the ambulance reached 
the hospital it carried only a corpse. 

The effects of PAnyko were searched and 
a pocketbook confaining $400 soon came to 
light out of a tr@nk. A violin and a type- 
writer were alsogfound in his room, despite 
the humble surpundiaie in which he 
lived there was every indication that Pany- 
ko was a& man of accomplishments and 
refinement. 

The doctors at the dispensary and hos- 
pital suspected that Panyko had committed 
éuicide, but his friends do not hold this 
theory. They say that he had been il] and 
unable to work for over a year, gradually 
growing weaker and apparently suffering 
from consumption. That he expected death 
was shown by a letter found on a table 
in his room, which directs a friend to ar- 
range for his funeral. The letter is with- 
out date, and friends of the dead man think 
it had been written several days. Andrew 
Spak of 1006 Ann avenue, to whom the let- 
ter was addressed, says Panyko knew that 
he could not Ive long, but that he never 
spoke of suicide. The letter is given above, 
literally translated: 

The letter ia without date. 

“I knew Panyko im the old country,” mays 
Andrew Spak, “as we came from the same 
town—Scecna, Austria. He had been in 
America 12 years, nine of which were spent 
in and about St. Louls. .A little over @ 
year ago he was compelled by Ulness to 
quit work in the Tudor Iron Works in Bast 
St. Louis, where he had been employed for 
some time. He was not well a day after- 
ward, and [t has been plain for several days 
that he was near death, although as late 
as last Monday he wae able to be about 
and visited me at my home. I think he 
wrote the letter to me simply because of 
this knowledge, and I am sure that he was 
not a man to commit suicide. 

‘In Austria Panyko was a farmer, but he 
sold his property before he came to Amert- 
ca. He was a man of considerable talent 
and a great lover of music. Both of his 
~“arents are dead, but I believe that @ 
Codhen is still iving tn his native town.” 

An inquest over the body of Panyko will 
be held Monday morning. The date of the 
fumeral cannot yet be announced, but the 
services willl be held tn Holy ‘Trinity 
Church, at Thirteenth street and Park ave- 


nue.

N far-away Los Angeles, beside the 
sea she loves and in the fruitful 
land her lover and lifetime hero ad- 

ded to our national! domain, the most fa- 
mous of St. Louis girls, now 76 years old, 
is passing her declining days. 

When the news was flashed throughout 
the country a few days ago that Mrs. 
Jessie Benton Fremont had sustained a 
fracture of her hip by a fall, personal 
friends in every state of the Union and 
thousands who knew the romantic and 
ennobling story of her life were anxious 
lest in her advanced age she might not 
recover from the injury; but later it was 
announced that the venerable lady was 
doing well despite her years and under 
the tender care of her daughter promised 
soon to recover. 

The life-story of Jessie Benton Fremont 
is a priceless heritage to the history of 
the nation. It combines supreme Joys, 
supreme sorrows, and above al] supreme 
love. It is the story of one splendid 
woman's deathless devotion to the man 
who won her heart in girlhood. It is the 
story of a woman’s hero-worship, the 
hero being her own husband, to whom she 
clung in failure as in triumph, in vici«si- 
tude as in victory, when an ungrateful 
republic repudiated as when nations ap- 
plauded, when poverty’s wolf snarled at 
the door as when fortune smiled and 
fortune’s sycophants smirked and curt- 
sied, 

Her story is the one great national 
romance of America. In comparison to 
it the classic tales of romance grow tame. 
In the ancient romances the hero went 
forth to win his lady love's favor by 
doughty deeds. In this story the lady 
was won in the simple, every-day man- 
ner, when the hero was young and poor 
and without great prospects; and aiter- 
ward, inspired by the heroine’s unbought 
afiection and her fine faith in him as a 
man of destiny, he went forth and made 
new maps of his continent, became the 
expioring Columbus of the New World's 
unknown interior, made pathways over 
trackless mountains and added to the do- 
main of his country the empire of Cali 
fornia and the matchless harbor of the 
Golden Gate. 

The hero was John C. Fremont, the 
first candidate of the Republican party 
for president, and in character the Roose- 
velt of his day. His long life is an im- 
portant and thrilling part of American 
history. It was brimful of perilous ad- 
venture, hairbreadth escapes, apparently 
foolhardy attempts resulting in matchless 
achievements that made the world ring 
with the plaudits of his fame and gave 
new luster to a young nation’s record 
already bright. It was an unusual life, 
unique, without precedent or prototype, a 
pure original. 

On the other hand, it must be said that 
it was a life of sorrow and of hopes un- 
fulfilled. The great Pathfinder felt the 
sting of political defeat, he tasted the bit- 
terness of official humiliation, for nearly 
50 years he lived under a cloud which 
gathered whilst he was in the midst of 
his most splendid achievements, and only 
when very near the portals of death was 
the cloud dissipated and a tardy but com- 
plete vindication came to crown the tot- 
tering old man with content. 


But through all these glamors of for- 
tune and gloom of fate this man knew 
one unfailing ray of comtort—the love 
of his wife, her unshaken faith, her stead- 
fast belief in him as the best and biggest 
man of his time. And since his death 
her cottage home in Los Angeles has 
been filled with mementoes and portraits 
of the Pathfinder, in token of her con- 
tinued reverence. This home was given 
to her by the women of the city, as a 
tribute to one who, without in any sense 
becoming a “new woman,” exercised an 
influence over her husband that enabled 
him to become a great historical figure. 

Of Mrs. Fremont it may be said—sub- 
etituting the capital for the throne—as 
Tennyson said: 

Amid a thousand peering littienesses, 


Iu that fierce light which beats upon a throne, 
Bhe wore the white Hower of « blameless life. 


Jessie Benton was the second daughter

_ childhood was passed at the family home 
fin St. Louis, at the senatorial abode in 


maternal grandfather in Virginia, where 
she was born May 31, 1824. She was only 
15 when she first met young Fremont in 
Washington, just returned from his first 
exploring expedition as a civil engineer 
with the rank of second lieutenant in the 
United States army. In his memoirs, 
written late in life, Fremont tells of this 
meeting and his first impressions of his 
future wife, the young lieutenant having 
escorted the elder Miss Benton to a 
schoo! concert in Georgetown, where he 
was introduced to Jessie: 

‘Naturally I was attracted. She made 
the effect that a rose of rare color in a 
beautiful picture would have done. There 
are features which convey to us a ‘soul 
so white that they impress with instant 
pleasure, and of this kind were hers. 
* * * Her qualities were all woman- 
ly, and education had curiously preserved 
the down of a modesty which was innate. 
There had been no experience of life to 
brush away the bloom. 

“Warm sympathies—a generous pity 
for suffering, and a tenderness and sensi- 
bility that made feeling take the place 
of mind; * * * and withal a sweet 
and happy and forbearing temper which 
has remained proof against the wearing 
of time.” 

With such first impressions is it any 
wonder that the young mathematician, 
poring over maps and logarithms in a 
government department at Washington, 
made swift suit and won his ideal mate? 
Fremont was the girl's senior by 12 
years, a handsome man who had traveled 
on perilous journeys, a soldier of his 
country, a man who talked of national 
trade expansion. Was it any wonder 
that the daughter of the great senator 
who pointed westward and_ exclaimed: 
“There is the east; there lies the road 
to India,” should fall in love with this 
young man who already had explored and 
mapped a part of that westward road? 

But Senator Benton, while admiring 
Fremont, objected to the match. So 
also did Mrs. Benton, who had waited 
seven years until Benton resigned from 
the army and established himself in a pro- 
fession before she would marry him. 

“Your hero is only a poor second lieu- 


tenant,’ Mrs. Benton said to Jessie: 
“What other prospects has he?” 
“Soldiering is merely a trade with 


wages,’ said the senatorial father, noted 
for his pompous bearing, his pride and 
his firm belief in the greatness of things 
Bentonian. “Your husband should have 
a profession with prospects ahead.” 

Jessie apparently was dutiful, but love 
was not to be overcome by these unessen- 
tial criticisms. In the meantime Fremont 
had been called away on another explor- 
ing expedition, and a few months later, 
when he returned to Washington, he and 
Jessie Benton slipped quietly away and 
were married, 

Yes, it was an elopement, but lacking 
the customary unhappy consequences, for 
when Senator and Mrs. Benton were in- 
formed of the marriage they relented, and 
thereafter Benton was almost as faithful 
a believer in the manifest destiny of his 
son-in-law as was his daughter. Benton, 
in the senate, working for the develop- 
ment of the great west, Fremone, in the 
saddle or afoot, far in the remote moun- 
tain fastnesses and on the arid plains, 
opening that great west to civilization— 
these two men became one in purpose, 
the younger making real the dreams of 
the older. 

Shortly after the marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Fremont came to St. Louis, and with a 
party of St. Louisans, the lieutenant set 
out upon a more important expedition 
into the wilds than hitherto he had un- 
deraken. In those days the trip from 
Washington to St. Louis required two 
weeks, or longer, according to the stage 
of water in the Upper Ohio. From 
Washington to Wheeling by stage coach 
on the “national road,” was the first re- 
lay, and thence down the Ohio and up 
the Mississippi by boat.

HE question, ‘“‘Where are we to get our servant girls?’ appeals particularly to 
me, as I have charge of the training of so many of them; and it becomes 
more difficult of solution every year. No matter how thoroughly trained a 

girl may be for the work of domestic service, she does not care to do it, and our 
girls of today are driftimg :nore and more to the factories and stores. 

This we know; it hampers our salen and makes it difficult to get scirls, 
ter we train them, to take up servic 

In our establishment we train a girl in al] branches of domestic work, from sew- 
ing to washing. The cooking is the hardest for them to reconcile themselves to do. 
If that were eliminated the rest would Le easy, 

The laundry problem is ilready solved... The big ventral stations !n this ¢ine of 
business take care of our soiled clothes, and if proper agreement is reached between 
a girl and her mistress the things are calied for, washed, ironed and returned, with- 
out the least trouble, to anybody. 

If that couid be done with the erting: if we could have our dinners brought to 
us, and the dishes taken awsy again, what would be left of the help prewbiem? 
Nothing. It would be worked cut as 1!s the laundry question. Some would “take’’ 
their dinners, and others would have them prepared at home, as now.

O THE mafority of people the project of a New Haven, ‘@nn., company to supply 
ready prepared food to families is looked upon as a rauical departure from old 
methods. While this is true to the extent that no company or firm. has heretofore 

made a specialty of this claes of business, the practice of purchasing prepared meals 
from restaurants and boarding houses is common among the poorer class of the larger 
cities. At present, however, this business Is limited to districts in the immediate vi- 
cinity of restaurants and boarding houses. : 

Many arguments may be presented to ehow why the new method ought to be a suc- 
cess, and among these, first and foremost, is that !n this scheme we find a partial so- 
lution of the servant problem, that bane of the housekeeper’s existence, Female cooks 
at best are an uncertain quantity, as most people who employ servanta can testify. 

The hovsewife who is dependent upon her hired help for the preparation of the 
family’s meals is very nearly In the same position with the man out of a job—she is 
never entirely certain where the next meal is to come from. 

In saying this it j¢ not my tntention to besmirch the character of the autocrat of 
the kitchen, for this condition is brought about frequently by conditions over which 
she has no control. Few employers of labor in other lines give any thought or raise 
any violent objection to their employes’ request for a leave of absence, elther on ac- 
count of illness or to attend the funeral of a friend or relative, or to wait 
on some sick relation, or for a thousand and one reasons which may be assigned. But 
when the cook makes this same request everything ts out of joint. It is a hardship 
on the family, without question, and yet no one will deny that the cook has the same 
inallenable right to display her grief or joy (as the case may be) as the employe in 
other vocations. 

One great source of worry to the housekeeper, however, ia that all good cooks will 
get married. A man who has been a frequent visitor at this employment bureau for 
the last two years came in the other day and to my query of “What's wrong now?" 
replied: 

“Same old story. She ig going to get married the last of the week. That's four 
who have got married on me in thé last fourteen months, and my wife and I have con- 
cluded that if yoy cannot find us a femaie cook with red hair, croes eyes, buck teeth 
and a hair lip, we are going to try male help.” 

People frequently wonder why it is that so few girls seek domestic service and so 
many will look for employment in stores Or factories where the pay is proportionately 
less. Many have given reaeons for this, presuming that girle have a choice and that 
on account of long hours and the harsh treatmcat oy the mistress, they prefer the lat- 
ter. While there is a grain of truth in the reasons advanced, these are but a elight 
cause for this condigion. 

In the great majority of cases the child or young girl hase go choice, the parents 
choose for them, preferring the factory employment that will bring the child under 
the watchful care of the parents as much as possible, and I repeat without fear of suc. 
cessful contradiction that 90 per cent of parents whose children are required to work 
prefer to have them employed where they are permitted to return home at night. 

As the factory system increases, domestic servants grow scarcer. The shortage is 
more apparent from year to year, Practicaliy the only house servants that are to be 
had now are recruited from the country districts or from newly arrived tmmigrants. 

It je these conditions that will force the success of such schemes as the one pro- 
jected in New Haven, Conn., and while it may be of slow growth, it is sure to ceme,

Have Food Until the 
Desire Is Strong.

Now comes one Dr. Edward H. Dewey of 
Philadelphia, who cures people of afl sorts 
of diseases by starving them The brain, 
says this practitioner, never loses weight 
in either sickness or starvation. Usually 
the mind remains clear when the body has 
wasted away. The head is the power house 
of the body. When the stomach does too 
much work it makes too great demand upon 
the brain, 

“For more than twenty years,” writes 
this doctor. ‘I have permitted my sick 
to do without food so long as there was 
no desire for it. Not a mouthful was 
enforced in any case, not one mouthful 
the first hint of hunger. In 
this I have had all medical textbooks and 
the entire medical profession as authority

the medical profession. 

“In this method, so revolutionary, I have 
had only one ally, that of nature.

In every case 
of 1ecovery there has been the same his- 
tory of a general increase of strength aa 
the disease declined, thus indicatinig that 
the prostration of sickness ia due to the 
disease and not to the lack of nourishing 
food. Not In a single case has there been 
any suffering from hunger.

Then I paid hardly as much attention to 
it as I did to its effect upon the humbler 
beings, and I reached the conclusion that 
it was to them simply a twilight. That 
conclusion was verified by what I observed 
on the 2th, when the eclipse was within 
one-twentleth af being entire.

The finest diamond in the world, the Or- 
loff, Is owned by the Czar. It was bought 
for Catherine II by Prince Orloff in 1778 at 
Amsterdam, and now adorns the scepter 
of the Czar. It cost the Empress an an- 
nuity of 4000 roubles, In ready money 450,000 
roubles and a patent of nobility. The Em- 
press of Russia wears the next largest dia- 
mond in the world, and also owns the finest 
emeralds. 

The jewels in the possession of the Greek 
Church are worth more than the collections 
of all the crowned heads of Europe. The 
church has been accumulating these treas- 
ures for many years. The figures and pic- 
tures as well as the holy books in the Greek 
churches are studded with gems of im- 
mense value, and the church plate is so 
costly that it is impossible to estimate its 
value,
